Indianapolis, Dec. 23.—The federal 
tfrand jury investigating the McNama­ 
ra case here has obtained plenty ol 
'moral,” but very little “legal” evi­ 
dence against “higher-ups” outside ol 
the Iron Workers’ union in the dyna­ 
miting conspiracy, according to rumors 
from reliable sources. 
The federal grand jursr has, during 
the nine days it has been in session, 
carefully gone over the investigation 
as a general proposition, classifying 
evidence with the aid of a compara­ 
tively small number of witnesses di­ 
rectly connected with the develop­ 
ments in the case immediately sur­ 
rounding the arrest of the two McNa­ 
maras and McManigal. 
The federal authorities welcome the 
adjournment of the investigation until 
Jan. 3 because it gives them an oppor­ 
tunity to consider quietly the legal evi­ 
dence in hand against “higher-ups," 
not only in labor organizations, but 
elsew here as well. This vacation time 
the authorities will devote to going 
over the evidence and deciding just 
w?hom their efforts to indict best may 
be directed against. 
There is, it is said, plenty of “moral” 
evidence against a large number oi 
“higer-ups” wiio probably never will be 
indicted. 
The federal grand jury is in posses­ 
sion of evidence showing that import­ 
ant records of the Structural Iron 
Workers were taken from the office 
in the Central Life building and were 
shipped from the city two days after 
the arrest of J. J. McNamara and the 
seizure of a part of his correspondence 
by local detectives. It is said that the 
grand jury will at once begin a quest 
for these records,- but there is little 
doubt, if they are as important as sup­ 
posed, that they have already been 
destroyed.

Washington, Dec. 23.—As proposed 
in the resolutions presented by Repre­ 
sentatives Lindbergh and Humphrey 
of Washington, Republicans, a com­ 
prehensive inquiry into the affairs of 
the so-called “money trust” wilt be 
authorized by the Democratic house. 
A tentaive agreement to this effect 
has been reached by the Democratic 
house 
leaders, 
and 
Representative 
Henry of Texas, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on rules, is firmly of the opin­ 
ion that the plan will be ratified imme­ 
diately after the holidays and carried 
into effect as soon thereafter as pos­ 
sible. 
It is possible that the investigation 
of the money trust will be conducted 
by a joint committee of the house and 
the senate. 
Conservative Democrats 
have suggested that the question is 
too big to be treated in a partisan 
way, and that whether a joint com­ 
mittee or merely a committee of the 
house is empowered to make the in­ 
quiry, it should he understood at the 
I outset that the investigation is not to 
he for partisan purposes, but solely to 
j ascertain if there is a money trust 
which supplies the motive power for 
most of the oilier trusts. 
Hearings have already been held on 
the Lindbergh resolution, which pro­ 
vides, In brief, for the creation of a 
committee of five to ascertainw h eth er 
there are combinations of financiers 
or financial Institutions, or corpoiate 
or other concerns who 
control the 
money and credits and through that 
control operate in restraint of tra d e 1 
and in violation of law. 
The Humphrey resolution proposes 
the creation of a committee to inquire 
into the operations of the so-called 
Atlantic pool, a combination of for­ 
eign steamship lines, which Mr. Hum­ 
phrey charges violate the Sherman 
anti-trust law. In his statement before 
the rules committee Mr. Humphrey, 
according to Chairman Henry, present­ 
ed facts intended to show an affiliation 
of interests between the “money trust” 
and the Atlantic pool. 
So close in­ 
deed is this association, Mr. Henry 
thinks, that the association suggested 
by tile Lindbergh and Humphrey evi­ 
dence is so close as to warrant the two 
resolutions 
being merged into one 
broad enough to bring both subjects 
within the scope of a single investiga­ 
tion. 
A further hearing on the Lindbergh 
and Humphreys resolutions will be 
held before the committee on rules on 
Jan. I.
